By nature the metropolitan pres.s 
is impatient. It persists in the de­ 
lusion that its headlines can make 
the heavens fall, or dry up cor­ 
ruption at its source, or halt the 
gods of war in the midst of their 
stride. 
The metropolitan press operates 
behind a strong protective hai­ 
rier of its massive institutionalism. 
The things that bring forth human 
pathos 
and 
human 
tears 
beat 
against them, without avail, fail­ 
ing to convert institutionalism into 
hupianity and that humanity into 
service. 
These things fall around us and 
upon us from

that Mayor 
Idol, 
whom you mentioned, is not only 
advocating good government with 
his pen but with the labor of his 
hands. That graft and corruption 
do not exist in Harrisonville is as 
much due to the men who have 
been its mayors as the men and 
women who have been its citizens. 
The government of our small cities 
and towns is not political in na­ 
ture, but simply human, thought­ 
ful, and realistic. I realize that it 
would be difficult for a St. Louisan 
to understand this, but it is, never­ 
theless, very true. 
We want our present friendship

cooperation. If you will curb your 
impatience and blend our brand of 
reason with your great power, the 
things we both seek will come 
sooner than we think.

An argument is more interesting 
if both sides get a fair break—and 
it lasts longer. The same rule ap­ 
plies to many snapshot subjects. 
Put a mirror in the 
picture, 
to 
show both back and front of your 
subject—and your 
picture 
will 
have twice as much to tell. 
It’s no trouble to take snapshots 
of this type—so long as you have 
your subject close to the glass. 
Just focus for the distance from 
mirror to camera, use a small lens 
opening—and both the subject and 
its reflection will be sharp. 
However, as the subject backs 
away from the glass, the reflection 
also backs away—in the opposite 
direction. 
In other words, it gets 
farther away from the 
camera. 
Therefore, to get

prim ing coat to concrete or cement 
composed of 6 parts (by volume) 
soft paste white lead, 5 parts each 
of raw linesed oil and lead m ixing 
or lead reducing oil.
